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States  of  Origin  for  Estimated  Major  Movements  of 
Fresh  Fruits  and.  Vegetables  During  the  Month  of  June,  1946 

Refrigerator  car  loadings  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  continue  extremely 
heavy  and  mil  remain  so  in  Florida  and  Texas.    Heavy  increases  are  anticipated 
in  the  Southeast,  California  and  the  Gulf  States. 

Our  estimates  indicate  that  there  will  be  approximately  89,535  carloads  of 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  be  shipped  during  the  month  of  June  19-46,  compared 
with  the  revised  estimate  of  88,245  cars  in  May  1946,  and  an  increase  of  Q,6%  over 
the  81,200  cars  shipped  during  June  1945, 

Unless  immediate  improvement  in  the  car  supply  can  be  effected  we  are  likely 
to  be  faced  lAdth  a  severe  shortage  of  refrigerator  cars  in  Texas,  California  and 
other  loading  areas. 

At  the  same  time,  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  production  of  16  of 
the  21  spring  season  commercial  truck  crops  is  expected  to  be  larger  than  last, 
year.    Especially  heavy  increases  are  indicated  for  watermelons,  onions,  eggplant, 
cantaloupes,  green  lima  beans,  green  peppers  and  cucumbers,  each  showing  an  in- 
crease in  excess  of  20  per  cent.    Estimates  covering  nearly  one-half  of  the  total 
summer  acreage  show  an  increase  of  21  per  cent  over  1945  and  25  per  cent  above 
average ,  -  .

Shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  Southwestern  Region 
during  June,  1946  (excluding  Texas,  which  is  discussed  later),  have  been  estimated 
to  reach  3,125  carloads.    These  will  consist  of  900  cars  of  potatoes,  260  cars  of 
mixed  vegetables,  175  cars  of  green  peppers,  120  cars  of  tomatoes,  85  cars  of  green 
corn,  45  cars  of  onions,  40  cars  of  cucumbers  and  10  cars  of  sweetpotatoes  to  orig- 
nate  in  Louisiana;  490  cars  of  potatoes,  265  cars  of  peaches,  100  cars  of  cucumbers, 
70  cars  of  tomatoes,  30  cars  of  beans,  15  cars  of  green  corn  and  10  cars  each  of 
apples  and  mixed  vegetables  to  originate  in  Arkansas;  and  208  cars  of  potatoes,  35 
cars  of  green  corn,  10  cars  of  tomatoes  and  5  cars  of  cabbage  to  originate  in 
Oklahoma,    New  Mexico  will  originate  150  cars  of  onions  and  10  cars  of  green  peas.

■9ri.ll  aggregate  671.    Of  this  total  200  cars  of  potatoes,  60  cars  of  onions  and  20 
cars  of  celery  will  move  from  Michigan;  130  cars  of  apples,  50  cars  of  peaches 
10  cars  of  mixed  vegetables  and  5  cars  of  asparagus  from  Illinois;  50  cars  of 
cabbage,  10  cars  of  tomatoes  and  5  cars  of  potatoes  from  Ohio.
